Lt. Col. John B. Wong was Pre- 
sented with a Meritorious Service 
Medal as the culmination of 30 
years in the United States Army. 
The retirement ceremonies Were 
held at the Presidio Parade 
Grounds. 

Lt. Col. Wong entered the army 
in September 1941. After enjisted 
serVice with the 108th Regimental 
Combat Team he went through 
Engineer Officer Candidates 
School and was comimissioned as 3 
lieutenant in the Corps of Engin- 
eers jn September 1943. After a 
short time as company officer in 
the 51st Engineer Combat Regi- 
ment he was assjgned to the 238th 
Engineer Combat Battalion.， He 
remained with this unit to the end 
of World War II. 

Lt. Col. Wong believes that Per- 
haps the most spectacular achieve- 
ment of the Combat Engineer 
Company under his command 
came in their many river crossings， 
commencing with the first such 
operation in Europe by-our forces， 
the crossing of the Douve River 
near Carentan and Etienville after 
D-Day. The Vire River，the May- 
enne，the Seine，the Marne，the 
Aisne，the Meuse，the Roer，the 
Rhine and the Weser were Some of 
the rivers crossed by more than 3 
mijle of assault bridging constructeda 
by the company. This was exempjli- 
fied by thebridging of the Rhine in 
the remarkable time of 10hours 17 
minutes with a class 40 bridge. But 
the toughest of all these river cross- 
ings was that over the Roer: flood- 
swollen waters and heavy enemy 
fire ran the time up to 57 hours. 

Lt.Col. Wong graduated from 
the University of California and 
owns his own engineering contract- 
ing firm. As a reservist he served in

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300 Asians march 
in anti-var rally

“One, two three, four, Asians up 
against the war”was the chant of 
200 -Asian Americans marching 
with 150,000 other anti-war dem- 
onstrators im San Franclsco Satur- 
day morning. 

Wearing yellow and red arm- 
bands, the Asian contingentmoved 
together Dear the head of the 
march behind a long, white banner 
jettered in red， “ASIANSVS.THE 
WAR.” Although scheduled to 
march from Portsmouth Square as 
a group at 9 a.m., there were only 
15 stragglers under one Chinese 
placard along Grant Avenue after 
Stephen Mehlert， 
Chinese-American who led the 
Asian contingent，diverted over 
fifty other Asian Americans to 
Hamilton Playground to march 
with the black contingent from 
there. 

However，the Asian contingent 
did again become agroup at Divisa- 
dero and Geary Streets. By the 
time the entrance to Golden Gate 
Park was reached 2 hours later， 
the Asians were 300 strong and 
entered the park shouting their 
anti-war slogan with spirit. They 
then settjed together on the grass 
of the polo field and commenced 
sharing what food was avaijlable. 

COMRADESHIP

Spray kills crop 一 
farmer gets $62 000 


SACRAMENTITO 一 Failure to 
Place adequate warnings on the 
label of a weed killer which de- 
stroyed 160 acres of asparagus 一 
along with the weeds 一 has resulted 
in a $62,000 award for Courtland 
farmer Lincoln Chan， 

Chan，52，lost three _ years Pro- 
duction im his asparagus field at 
Lockford in San Joaquin County 
after he used Dow Chemical Co.s 
weed killer Dopon. 

Chan immediately irrigated the 
field-after the herbicide was ap- 
plied in August 1964-and the 
asparagus was ruined. 

NO WARNING 

According to Chan's attorney， 
Edgar Boyles Jr.，the weed killer 
was misbranded ip violation of 
federal and state laws and should 
have carried warnings to postpone 
irrigation after use on asparagus. 

Chan sued Dow, manufacturer of 
the herbicide, and Orchard Supply 
Co., of Sacramento, distributor of 
the chemical, for $471,000 in dqam- 
agesS. 

And following a ten-dqay trial in 
the courtroom of Superior Court 
Judge William White,ajury deliber- 
ated only 2 区 hours before handing 
down a $62,000 verdict against 


Dow and Orchard. 

William A. Mayhew of the law 
firm of Rust and Mills, who repre- 
sented the defendants，said last 
week that the verdict may be ap- 
pealed. 

UNSALABLE 

According to Boyles，Chan was 
irrigating the field just prior to the 
time the herbicide was Spread . 
Shortly_ after it was applied to the 
field，the irrigation resumed. He 
said the ground was sandy and the 
chemical leached into the roots 一 
damaging the plants and causing 
the _ next crop, in March 1965，to 
come up badly stunted, deformed 
and unsalable. 

“He lost the entire crop of 1965 
except for a four-acre piece the 
sprayers didn't Spray,”Boyles said. 
During the next two seasons, the 
crops from that field were unsal- 
able and the asparagus roots 一 
which normally last 15 years 一 had 
to bepulled out and replaced. 

He said the labels on the weed 
killer warned against jirrigating 
Peach and grape crops immediately 
after application-but failed to 
Iention asparagus. 

Chan farms about 3000 acres of 
various crops in the dejlta area.

Gen. Douslas MacArthur's condemnation of Japanese Gen- 
eneral Tomoyuki Yamashita.、 who was hung as au war CTimin- 
al after World War JI、which spoke of a soldier being ”char- 
ged with the protection of the weak and the unharmed.” 

“Yet when it comes to _ criminal acts agalnst the Asian 
people. niany in this country now claim the innocence of 
aman who struck down the-weak and the unarmed、 the 
statement Said . 

“We can only conclude with despair that many in this 
nation do not value AsSian lives--that indeed this country， 
to which our an cestors cume with hope and good ftaith-- 
look upon Asians as being less than humans.” 

The statement Said that making Calley a “hero”would 
seriously threaten our relations with other countries、par- 
ticularly those in AsSia. It concluded, “As ASian-Americans 
we ask that America live up to its ideals of equality and 
humanity.and uphold the Calley verdict.” 

The Asian Political Alliance in Detroit issued the stron- 
&est statenient. It Said in part: 

“ASs Asians livina in America ,we identity with the Asian 
people who for the last ten years have been killed、burned， 
and maimned by the American military muachine in Indochina 
and now nassacred by the robot Calley who claims that 
he was simply carrying out orders. We find this hysterical 
spectacle of making a murderer ua maartyr、thls total InverT- 
sion of human decency and justice, Sick and Sickening. 

“The hysteria over Calley can only be countered by a 
massive popular movement that will repudiate Calley、Tre- 
pudiate the Arnmy brass. rebudiate the war in Indochina 
and repudiate the U.S. sovernment that carries Out SO 
many racist and inmperialist Policies.”

Ping pong feedbacks

The “ping-pong diplomacy”that 
led to _ Improvement in relations 
between the U.S$. and the People's 
Republic of China (PR might 
not get farthcer than an ice cream 
conc on a warm day，but the 
repercussions of the easing of ten- 
Sions between the two superpowers 
promaise to be more permanent. 


RUSSIA. Observers described 
the first Russian reactions to the 
Sino-U.9. rapprochement as “de- 
fensive” and bordering on the 
“panicky,” Anti-Peking propa- 
ganda has increased and informed 
SOurces at the strategic arms limita- 
tions talks (SALT) predict a soften- 
ing of the Russian position. Soviet 
bloc diplomats are saying the 
friendly gestures of Peking toward

TAIWAN. Concern over the over- 
tures of the U.S.toward Peking has 
resujlted in one major shake-up.
